Golf is Chinsio's addic- 
tion. With a headng vent 
above his head warming 
him, Chinsio golfs at the 
Libertyville Sports 
Complex's Golf Learning 
Center regardless of freez- 
ing temperatures. 

"This game is so 
addictive/' he said. "It's 
the joy of hitting the ball 

and seeing how far it goes. 
To me it's just like a 
hobby— no matter how cold 
"it is, I just have to go." 
- Subzero temperatures and 

Eiles of powdery snow might not 
e the first images one associates with 
golfing. 

But winter weather does not mean golfers have to let their clubs 
gather dust until spring. Indoor golfing centers and heated outdoor 
driving ranges ofi'er golf enthusiasts the opportunity to maintain 
their skills in the off-season. 

Chinsio, a Grayslake resident, said he golfs nearly every day at 
Libertyville Sports Complex in the winter to maintain his game. 

"If it's snowing on the fairway I play," Chinsio said. "Every 

- chance I have, I play I come to the driying range almost every day" 

Libertyville Sports Complex's golfing center, 1950 N. Route 45, 
has 40 heated and covered outdoor driving ranges available for 

- golfers during the winter. TWenty of the driving ranges are located 
on the facility's second level, which is particularly popular with 
children who want to see exacUy how far their golf balls can fly, 
said Stephanie Witkiewicz, spokeswoman for the sports complex. 

Each individual driving range is equipped with an overheafd;^; 
heater, which is controlled by the golfer. A mechanized tee system 
automatically replaces a golf ball on a tee for golfers, which 
Witkiewicz said is a convenience for golfers. 

"When I hit a ball the next one comes up behind it, so I never 
have to bend over and put my own ball on the tee," Witkiewicz 
said. 

Charles Sims, golf operations manager and instructor at the 
sports complex, said winter golfing is an in-demand sport. 
"It's becoming real popular," he said. "Serious golfers want to

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little because people get clubs for Christmas and 
people are going on vacation," Kenny said. "On 
weekends you almost have to take a number 
because there are so many people who want to 
hit baUs." 

Ballybunion Golf Learning Center offers 20 
heated stations for avid golfers during the off- 
season, Kenny said. . 

Ballybunion's 20 station driving range is pro- 
tected on three sides fi'om rain, snow and v^nd, 
and is heated by infrared heat, Kenny said. The 
range is covered but is outdoors, so it is "like hit-. 
■ ting out of the garage with an overhead heater,"

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. "You're out of the wind and youVe 
got this heater on you . . . so it's pretty 
comfortable," Kenny said. 

Deacon Kallish, owner of Golf Farm; 
2100 N. Route 12, Wauconda, said 
golfers should not quit practicing in the 
off-season. 

"(Golfers) should at least try to come 
out once every couple of weeks to stay 
loose/' he said. "They leave off over the 
summer and then have to work hard 
over tlie (next) summer to get back to 
where tliey were," 

Golf Farm has 12 outdoor boodis 
available for play, diat are heated so 
golfers can focus on their swings ratlier 
dian the temperature. 

"If it's 30 degrees or above you oin Iiit 
balls very comfortably," he said. "It gives 
people an opportunity to keep their golf 
swings." 

At the Buffalo Grove Goff Dome. 801 
McHenry Road, golfers can practice at a 
32-station hitting area enclosed in a 
dome-shaped covering, said Kristy Vik, 
director of golf and general manager of 
the dome. 

Inside the golf dome, temperatures 
are constantly 65-70 degrees. Domes 

Crovide more warmth tnan outdoor 
eated driving ranges, Vik said. 

"It's more temperature controlled (at 
tlie golf dome)," she said. "Tlie heat 
ranges (at outdoor facilities); it's blowing 
on you and it's warmtii, but they're not 
. as warm as the indoor facilities are." 
Covered outdoor driving ranges are 
more suitable for mastering swing tech- 
niques because goffers can see exactiy 
how far their goff balls could travel, 
Kenny said. Golfing in domes does not 
provide an accurate depiction of how far 

a ball really travels, he said. 

"A real j»o\fer wants to sec where the 

ball goes/' he said. 'A dome is 65 or 75 



yards, so you don't really get a feel of 
where you're hitting." 

Domes are smaller tlian outdoor 
facilities, Vik said, but goffers prefer 
domes when tiie weather outside is 
' unfavorable Golfers are also not restrict- 
ed on the size of the club they can use at 
the dome, so tiiey can hit goff balls as far 
as tlie dome allows, she said. 

Buffalo Grove's dome is 70 yards 
deep, Vik said. 

"You don't see it go as far as you 
would see it on the field," she said. "But 
our facility is very popular, especially 
when it snows" 

At outside driving ranges, golfers 
have no limitations on how far tiiey can 
liit the ball, said Louis Maiorano, assis- 
tant goff operations manager and 
instructor at Libertyville Sports 
(Complex's Goff Learning Center.. 

"You can see die actual ball flight as 
far as you can hit it, so it's a real advan- 
tage for us," Maiorano said. \ 

Group and individual lessons are 
available during die winter at the 
Libertyville Sports (Complex, Goff Farm 
and Buffalo Grove Golf Dome. 
Ballybunion Goff Learning Center offers 
group lessons during die regular season, 
out only individual lessons during the 
winter. 

Children benefit from short individ- 
ual lessons during the winter off-season 
because they can grasp the game with 
fewer distractions, Kenny said. 

"You don't want to over teach a child 
because tiiey can't iiandle it," Kenny 
said. "(Individual lessons) are good for 
litde kids to get tiiem.started." 

But Kallish said winte^r might not be 
tiie best time for beginners to take up 
golfing because die girth of heavy coats 
makes learning techniques more diffi- 
cult. 




" Wlien you start golfing you need to 
devote two or diree days a week to it ini- 
tially for at least a montii or sg^^^^ 
time of the year is hot really beneficial for 

tiiat," he said. 

Tlie winter season is an opportune 

time for goff entiiusiasts to prepare for

Plunge deep into the largely 
unexplored waters surrounding this famous 
volcanic archipelago. Join marine biologist 
Carole Baldvvin as slie explores some of 
nature's best-kept secrets.

The film follows Smithsonian 

Institution marine biologist Dr. Carole 
Baldwin on her first undersea/on-Iand 
expedition to Ecuador's Galapagos Islands, 
a group of 19 islands and 42 islets located on' 
the equator 600 miles west of the 
Ecuadorian mainland. 

"'Galapagos' brings the excitement of a 
Smithsonian research expedition to the 
large format screen, utilizing the realism of 
IMAX 3D immersion technology," said 
Robert Fri, director of the National Museum 
of Natural History. "For the first time ever, 
theatre goers will share die experience of 
traveling with a Smithsonian scientific team 
to a field site in the exotic Galapagos 
Islands." 

David Clark, a two-time Emmy-winner, 
directed the on-land sequences, an efi'ort 
made difficult by the lack of roads and elec- 
tricity—which meant that the 240-pound 
IMAX3-D camera, giraffe camera crane, and 
1,700 pounds of lead ballast (in 45 pound 
- ing6ts)LhadJitoibeihahdlcaiTicd across die 




rugged terrain. 

"The 3-D medium demands a level of 
control almost impossible to achieve in a 
non studio setting; therefore, everything we 
did on the film was ground breaking and 
helped establish it as a benchmark film," 
noted Clark. "The sea lions, iguanas, boo- 
bies, giant tortoises and other fauna proved 
ro be remarkably tame, allowing the camera 
to get well within die"l5-foot range required 
for 3-D sliots," 

Using the only two IMAX 3-D cameras 
in the world, Galapagos was filmed over 14 
weeks from June 10 through Aug. 7, 1998, 
and Feb. lO-March 21, 1999. Dr. Baldwin 
and her colleagues made various marine 
collections at more than BO sampling 

sights and thus far have Identified more 

than a dozen new species of marine life 

including scorpionfish, catshark, wrasse, 
anthiinc bass, Ifzardflsh, pencil urchin, 
sponge, and gastropod moliusk. The 
newly discovered species will be added to 
the Museum's 530,000-unil preserved fisli 
collection, the largest in the world, with 
more than eight million specimens. 
Specimens will also be added to other 
National Museum of Natural History col- 
lections; the collections of the Charles 
Darwin Research Station, Parque Nacional 
Galapagos; the California Academy of 
Sciences, San Francisco; and the Instituto 
Oceanografica de la Armada del Ecuador, 

Guayaquil.

Few localities in the nation boast of the number and 
variety of historical museums available to residents of 
Lake County and northeastern Illinois. The offerings 
are both unusual and remarkable in the sense of 
quantity, scope and quality. 

For the most part, the museums arc operated with volun- 
teers and private funding. Typically, individual museums are 
operated on a membership basis, frequently as litde as $5 per 
year for individuals, with family and business memberships 
offered for larger amounts. Admission Is usually free or a 
small donation is requested. 

It is gratifying to note that the not-for-profit museums 
operate with solid support of elected officials. Especially in 
the case of acquiring buildings, the museum associations 
often couldn't succeed without the backing of municipal 
corporations, meaning cities and villages. This is as it should 
be. We number ourselves among those who consider it 
fitting and proper for local government to aid and abet 
historical preservation with prudent expenditures of public 
funds. 

Readers of this newspaper, who share our interest in local 
and county history, will find the following local museums to 
their liking:

Tragic event keys incredible response 



At approximately 12:30 
a.m., Friday, J^in. 9, 
Lakeland Media driver 
Brian Marsh was involved 
in a major collision diat caused the 
24 foot box truck to roll on its side 
and skid into a farm field on Route 
75, approximately three miles north 
of Route 50 in Kenosha County. 

Marsh, hauling the full press run 
of the Great Lakes Bulletin complet- 
ed at a Wisconsin printing site, was 
only minutes away from Lakeland's 
distribution center on Route 83 in 
Lake Villa. 

Authorities said the driver of a 
small pickup truck failed to heed a 
stop sign at the intersection, strik- 

. ing the newspaper tnick broadside. 
Investigators checked out a report 
that strong odors of alcohol were 
emitted from the demolished pick- 
up. 

Lakeland employees arrived on 
llie scene while police, firemen and 
towing crews separated the wreck- 
age, got the following picture: 

Brian was doing fine after visit- 
ing the hospital. 

The oilier driver is badly injured, 
and his status was unknown at the 
time. 

The Lakeland truck was totaled. 

The otlier driver's pickup was 
totaled. 

The Great Lakes Bulletin was 
going to be delivered on time 
today. 

At die accident scene at 1:45 
a.m., emotions were very high. We 
all wondered what Brian described 
to us on his cell phone. There were 
two fire trucks, a squad car, an 
over-sized tow truck, flares every- 
where, and spotlights all over. 
Firemen were stopping all traffic. 
The mangled small white pickup

truck was being prepped for towing. 
Tlie truck lay on its side in a field. 
Wheels were sticking up, the wind- 
shield pushed forward because it 
was the only way Brian could exit 

the truck, die back door bent and 
"zigzagged," roof cracked open in 
numerous areas, walls caved in, 
skids of paper upside down with 
one landing outside tlie truck in a 
farm field. 

An assembly line was formed of 
firemen and Lakeland employees 
with loose bundles of papers hand- 
ed off one-by-one and loaded into 
the three vans. After about 90 min- 
utes, all die papers were loaded and 
die vans returned to Lake Villa. 

Brian returned to the distribu- 
tion department from the hospital 
at 4 a.m. with a small bandage on 
his nose, some bloodstains under 
the brim of his cap, and said he was 
ready to help get the Bulletins deliv- 
ered so they wouldn't be late. 

Tlie first of four vans left Lake 
Villa only 15 minutes late. 

The second van left on time. 

The other vans left at tlieir 

regular time. * = ;

We have not had 
flu shots and usually never get them« 
Tills year we are sorry we dldnit get 
them. Our fear has filtered down to the 
kids. We try to talk about It away from 
them after bedtime, but they have Inad- 
vertently gotten some information 
from us and have also heard other peo- 
ple talking about kids dying. Hie rea- 
son I call you today is to see if you have 
any hints alraut how to help the fear get 
reduced in our household and how to 
help our older kids and us get a grip on 
this situation. Thankyou. S.Ii. 

HiS.H., 

This truly is a scary situadon, but it is 
hard to tell now whcUier most of die fear is 
coming from the actual events occurring or if 
the news hype about it has increased peo- 
ples fear somewhat. It is always terrifying to 
hear about a child dying of anything, but 
especially when it is sometliing contagious 
diat can be picked up anywhere. 

First and foremost, you need to under- 
stand diat ! am not a Medical Doc and there- 
fore cannot give any medical advice. If you 
need that, you need to clieck with the Doc. 
What I will focus on is trying to empower 
you and your kids widi some common sense 
things diat you can do diat should hopefully 
bring your fear down and help you to feel 
more in control and more comfortable. 
Again, I am not a flu expert, but there are 
some good health diings you can do. 

1.) If your Medical Doc agrees, see if 
there are still shots available for the 17

mondi old. I understand there is more vac- 
cine available now, but they are rationing it 
to die high risk groups which would be 
under 24 mondis, elderly people, people 
with compromised immune systems and 
pregnant women in 2nd and 3rd trimesters. 
From what I understand, the vaccine is not a 
guarantee that someone won.t get the flu, 
but if they do, it may be less in severity. Also, 
from what I understand, if a child is having 
the flu shot for die 1st time, I believe there 
needs to be 2 shots, one month apart. 
Anodier thing to check with the family Doc 
about. You riiay or may not be able to find 
vaccine now. 

2.) Practice good health at home. Make 
sure everyone eats right, sleeps enough, 
lakes appropriate vitamins {don,t go mega 
dosing because you are afraid, because that 
can be more dangerous.) I know it,s tough to 
do, but reduce your stress level. Stress brings 
illness. Exercise can also help to keep up a 
good immune system. The stronger your 
immune system is, the better. Now, obvious- 
ly when a child is under 24 months old, flu 
becomes more of an issue because of an 
immature immune system. That,s just a fact 
of life and you can,t change diat, but what 
you can do is build everyone else.s immune 
system in the house so that flu has less of a 
chance of permeating any of the older peo-

your home. You did not mention if your 17' 
mondi old is home or in day care so I am 
assuming the child is at home. As such, if you 
prevent die flu from being diere, it stands to 
reason that the 17 mondi old will have much 
less of an exposure possibility. 

3. ) Teach and practice great hygiene. 
Most illnesses travel from hand to mouth, 
nose and eyes. This happens because people 
consistendy touch their faces after touching 
odier surfaces without vrashing in between. I 
learned this from a Paramedic I worked widi 
years ago and I found that since I stopped 
touching my face without washing my hands, 
I no longer get sick once or twice a year like a 
used to. I know it Isn.t easy to stop touching 
your face, but if you can make diat die stan- 
dard in your family and teach your kids and 
yourselves to not touch your faces before 
washing your hands, it stands to reason that 
you will significandy reduce the chance of 
any flu bugs getting in your system. 

Also, teach you kids to wash dieir hands 
often and make sure it is 20 seconds long. 
You have probably already heard that singing 
Happy Birdiday or die Alphabet during diat 
washing rime will ensure a long enough 
wash. We were told diat it isn.t antibacterial 
soap diat works, but rather die fricUon of 
rubbing your hands together diat actually 
does the germ busUng. So use whatever soap 
and wash often. 

r , 

Here is a fact that I diink is overlooked 
and very important: Each night before bed, 
have kids use a non-perfumed lodon like 
Vaseline Intensive Care. A lot of washing 
combined with Winter can create open cuts 
on hands and chapped hands. This can allow 
germs in just as easily. We find diat if we use 
hand cream before bed at night, by morning 
our hands are in much better shape. If you 
allow hands to be chapped, people tend to 
vrash less because it hurts more. 

4. ) Ask kids to try and stay away from sick 
kids and you stay away ftt)m sick adults. 
Widiout being offensive you can ask your, 
kids to do diis. I don.t diink anyone will think 
worse of them since everyone is very aware of 
diis flu problem. Tliere is only so much they 
can do and I would not tell them to run " 
screammg from someone who sneezes, but 
just tell them to practice common sense. If 
someone seems^ick, they might want to teU 

. die teacher about it If someone is sitting next 
to tiiem at liinch coughing a lot, diey might 
want to ask permission to move somewhere 
else. If you work on a computer terminal or 
phone that gets shared with others, use a 
Gorox wipe on anything you will be sharing. 
Remember that the flu is a virus and not bac- 
terial so anything antibacterial will not have 
an effect 

5. ) Keep diis in perspective. It is a sad but 
true fact that every year people die of the flu, 
including children. To those families who lost 
a chfld, my heart hurts for and with you and I 
cried every time I saw that it had happened 
again. Those families will live with that pain 
for the rest of their lives and that is heart- 
breaking. However, for the grand majority of 
people who have gotten flu, they have recov-' 
ered. I,m certain that lots and lots of kids got 
it and got better. It is not a 100% chance that 
just because a chUd gets die flu diat that child 
will necessarily become seriously ill. 
Obviously,.if you notice your child having 
breathing problems from die flu get to die 
hospital immediately so you can maximize 
treatment possibUities. Do your best to take 
steps to avoid it and then all you can do is s 
have faidi and pray. I think it Is peaking and 
hopefully will be done sooner dian later.

Lake County 'Senior Citizens, 
who are having trouble paying their 
real estate taxes, may defer all or part 
of their taxes on thcir personal resi- 
dence if tltey qualify under a 1984 
law. 

Lake County Treasurer Robert 
Skidmore explained, "the deferral Is 
a loan by die state willi a 6 percent 
interest rate to be repaid after the 
deadi of the taxpayer or at the time 
llie property is sold." 

To qualify, a person must be 65 
years old or older by June 1, 2004; 
have a total income of $40,000 or 
less; heave owned a home in Illinois 
for at least three years; and must 



own the property which must be 
used exclusively for residential pur- 
poses. 

Also, all previous years' real 
estate taxes must be paid and die 
property ma not be income proper- 
ty. The total amount.of tlie.defenred 
tax may not exceed 80 percent of the 
taxpayer's equity in the propierty. 

Forms for applications for the 
deferred tax program are available at 
Robert SWdmore's office in Uie Lake 
county Adminisuatlon Building in 
Waukegan. Deadline for fdlng for 
the tax deferral is March 1. For more

Rogers confirmed that those prior charges were dis- 
missed— one in March 1998 and another in May 1996. Both 
times,: Cuneo setded : out-of-court for fines of $60,000 and 
$12,500 respectively In administrative court proceedings.

that property is deed-restricted. 

Terms of the agreement give the forest pre- 
serve first refusal rights should the YMCA later 
decide to sell the property. 

The deal is expected to be approved by the 
forest preserve board on April 18. The closing is 
planned for July of this year. 

A parcel of 2.5 acres on the nortliwest, 
fronting Grass Lake Road just cast of Geldcn and 
west of the membership entrance near Beck, 
will be transfefred to the Lake Villa Fire 
Protectiori District for a heretofore -undisclosed 
price. That closing will likely take place within a 
month after the forest preserve takes poss^ion 
of the property. "This is a great example of inter- 
governmental and interorganizational relation- 
ships," said Tom Hahn, Lake County Director of 
Land Preservation, as he detailed the deal for 
the committee. The property includes an 80- 
acre lake with 1 2,000 feet of shoreline surround- 
ed by open fields, woodlands and wetiands. 
Though described as "somewhat degraded," the 
wetiands have high water quality and hydrology 
values, according to Hahn. 



As the nation went on a heightened alert 
status tills week— Level Orange— Lake County 
too is ratcheting up its readiness in case of cata- 
strophe. ' . 

Starting May 12, local disaster scenarios 
in the Top Officials 2 (T0P0Fr2) drill includ- 
ed a plane crash at Midway Airport, a clan- 
destine biological lab raid on Chicago's West 
Side and multiple strategic national stockpile 
sites to distribute medicine — including one 
in Lake Bluff. 

The $16 million, real-time bioterrorism 
exercise was a congrcssionally-mandatcd, fed- 
erally funded simulated terrorist drill utilizing 
weapons of mass desuuction. 

In our backyard, local agencies were tested 
in their ability to distribute, ration and protect 
medicine used to treat pneumonic plague. 
-. According to ]im Schultz, Director of the 
. Lake County Emergency Management Agency, 
the county was well prepared to handle the 
demands of T0P0FF2. 

In fact, the county was well prepared even 
before emergency awareness was raised by the 
events of Sept, 11,2001. 

"We had a terrorism plan in place prior to 
Sept n," Schultz said. "When 9/11 happened, 
we were ready," 

He noted that, during die antiuax scare that 
followed die terrorist attacks, tiie county had 
two of three test kits in nortiiem Illinois, and 
were able to quickly reassure those who 
tiiought they had been ^osed. 

Response to the potential emergency was 
facilitated by the involvement of the Lake 
-County Fire Chiefs^ Specialized Response 
Team. 

The team was formed as a means of pooling 
resources after fire chiefs realized the costs of 
maintainmg tiieir own HAZMAT (hazardous 
materials) teams was prohibitive. The team 
functions in the same manner as MABAS 
(Mutual Aid Box Alarm System), drawing on the 
equipment and manpower of several agencies 
in an emergency. 



Obtaining a state casino license has long 
been a goal of the city of Waukegan. 

But until a deal fell through between 
Emerald Casino and the city of Rosemont that 
Waukegan had a chance at the casino license— 
the 10th in tiie state in six years. 

Emerald Cisino was supposed to have a 
home in Rosemont but was waylaid when casi- 
no investors were accused of lying to the Illinois 
State Gaming Commission. Now die case is in 
court and the casino has filed bankruptcy. 

Rosemont is fighting for reimbursement 
for expenses related to tlie plans to host the 
casino to the tune of $45 million, while die 
Attorney General's Ofilce seeks $20 million in 
penalties from investors. 

Waukegan is hoping to bid for tiic license 
after a scttiement is readied. Revenue generat- 
ed from the casino would be used to boost tiic 
city's economic growdi. 

"We're moving In that direction (to secure 
the license)," said Ray Vukovich, Waukegan's 
director of govemmenlal affairs. 

The city worked with S/L Waukegan Limited 
Partnership Corporation putting together the 
application for die gaming commission. 

Since 1993i the parmership has been work- 
ing toatttitct a casino'to Waukegan. 

Ten years ago when first planning for a casi- 
no, it was thought a gambling boat would help 
refurbish the lakefront area. Since the lake- 
front beauUfication project is well underway, 
funds would also be used for Waukegan's 
downtown redevelopment project. Lakehurst 
Mall is the desired location for a casino. 

" By having it out at Lakehuist and having It clos- 
er to die expressway, die revenue would be sub- 
stantially more," Vukovich said. "And Mayor 
Hyde's thinking is diat we would be able to use a 
good deal of that revenue from die gaming boat to 
help die lakefront and the downtown area." 

The city rccentiy completed a $1.2 billion 
master plan for the downtown area and along 
Lake Michigan. That could be offset by a poten- 
tial $24 million generated by a casino cadi year.

The July 9 resignation of l^kc County Jail 
Director Cliaries Del-illppo, stemming from 
allegations of inappropriate sexual behavior, 
drew fire from 2002 
sheriffs candidate 
Chuck Fagan on the 
running of the jail, 
and a shaq) rebuttal 
from SlicrifT Gary Del 
Re. 

DeFilippo. 44, 
became Director of 
Corrections in April 
2000, after 10-and-a- 
half with the depart- 
ment. 

Del Re said he 
had reviewed copies 
of personal emails 
die jail director had 
allegedly exchanged 
with a 27-year-old 
woman in Zion. 

The woman had 
shown autiiorities the email, and the U\kc 
County State's Attorney's office reviewed pos- 
sible charges, but found no evidence of crimi- 
nal behavior, Del Re said. 

The woman's complaint alleged that 
DeFilippo had engaged in unacceptable and 
inappropriate language of a sexual nature via 
the Internet. An investigation into Uie allega- 
tions by the Zion Police Department indicated 
diat tiierc had been no inappropriate conduct 
involving juveniles. 

Tlie Zion investigation also established 
that no physical contact of any kind occurred, 
but diat contact was rcsuicted to die consen- 
sual use of an Internet chat room. 

Del Re told Lakeland Newspapers that 
although there was no basis for criminal 
charges, DeFilippo was asked to step down 
"because of die nature and tone of die conver- 
sation on the Intemet. I could no longer keep 
(DeFilippo) In that capadty as director."

They are members of the dedlwiedTliafflATOrld staff of 
telemarketers employed by the company tiiat publishes this 
newspaper. Lakeland Media telemarketers contact potential 
customers about placing private party want ads. They provide 
subscription ordering service. All of them work part-time. Tliey 
range in age from college students to senior citizens. Some of 
them are single parents. Several are in the militaty. 

The Lakeland telemarketers work Monday tiirough 
Thursday from 5-8:30 p.m. and Saturdays from 10 a.m.-2 p.m. 
They're polite, not pushy. And they don't get angry when treat- 
ed bruskly or with disrespect The Lakeland staffers understand 
what "no" means. They have cheerful dispositions and move 
on when rejected. 

Lakeland's telemarketing team is a tiny spec of an industry 
that fuels tiie American economy. Statistics show tiiat in 2002, 
185 million purdiases representing approximately $296 billion 
in sdes' were -generated by telemarketers. Short-sighted citi- 
zens aiid complacent politicians want to put this industry out 
of business or muzzle telemarketing into the back-waters of 
commerce. 

About half the states, including Illinois and Wisconsin, 
have or are putting into operation "do not call" lists.

The Warren Township High School rcfeFcndum failed Feb. 
25 with approximately 65.66 percent of voters saying 'no' to the 
tax increase and 34.34 percent of voters approving. 

Tlie district aslced for a 40'Cent increase in its education 
fund to maintain current programs. 

But voters like Ken Arnold, a member of the Citizens for 
Better Government organization, felt the district should not 
have asked voters for approval of a tax increase. 

"I think what We found with both District 56 and Warren

Township High School was a demonstration of a lack of fiscdv 
responsibility," Arnold said. 

Arnold said school districts should always use voter 
approval as a last resort.when seeking more funding. . ' 



"Thcy;!wentifiist*t^o^^ taxpayers and did not do their due 
diligence wtH'tiieif cost reductions," Arnold said. 

ButDIstHct 121 Superintendent Bob McKannasald the dis- 
trict did reduce expenditures before going to voters. 

"WeVe reduced over $1.5 million," McKanna said. "We're 
in jeopardy. If you look at all the fund balances, we're out of 
money and we had to ask for a referendum. We had to ask vot- 
ers if they wanted to maintain the current programs and they 
(tlie voters) said they don't want the current programs, so it will 
look different for kids next year unfortunately."

District 56 School Board President Helen Scott said she "is 
disappointed, but not discouraged."

District 56, like District 121, was accused by the Citizens for 
Responsible Government organization of being fiscally irre- 
sponsible..

Jim Hayner, who was also Involved in the 
shredding, said it was a typical admlnlsuaUvc pro- 
cedure. 

"We doit wiUi the police and fire record period- 
ically," Hayner said. "We went Uirougli wiUi slate 
policy and we weren't Uying to hide It." 

Wtien asked why the board was not consulted, 
Hayner said they did not envision it being a serious 
issue. 

He said that, looking back, die board would liave 
been notified if he knew it would be such a hot issue. 
"We didn't envision it being a political football." 
Hayner thouglu Ciianibcriain's accusations 
were Inappropriate to bring up at tlic board meet- 
ing.

County Health Department 

Preliminary results of the epidemiological 
study reported the disease didn't point to food but 
ratlicr one employee with the lack of hand washing 
who had the disease and contaminated multiple 
food items and equipment, Plourowskl said. 

"Upon receiving the first report on June 30, we 
began on Investigation to contain this outbreak," 
said health dcponment Executive Director Dale 
Galossic. "We believe there arc individuals who arc 
unaware they are infected who could spread the dis- 
ease, and continue to suffer without proper medical 
attention." 

Louis Adams, media contact for Chill's, said the 
Dallas-biiscd restaurant chain "has very sulct food 
handling procedures and the health of our guests 
and our employees Is our top priority." 

"Chili's began working closely with die Hcaldi 
Department to thoroughly investigate Uic sltuaUon 
to try to determine what caused the problem," 
Adams said. "The InvesUgaUon Is conUnulng at diis 
time, but no precise cause has been determined so 
far."

"We haven't been able to determine at diis time that tlie 
source is the landfill,'* said Mike Kuhn, solid waste specialist for 
the Lake County Healtli Department. 

"That's an obvious place we're going to look." 

A human carcinogen, vinyl cliloridc is a man-made sub- 
stance lised to make polyvinyl chloride (PVC) pipes and plastic 
products. It can also be caused by the breakdown of other 



chemicals. 

While amounts of tlic substance found arc witliin allow- 
able drinking water standards, tliosc whose wells have been 
effected have been advised to consider using botUed water for 
cooking and drinking. ^ 

The effected wells belong to homes located near the land- 
fill in tlic Hillcrest subdivision.
